Earth, the ſecond Appearing and 
Coming of our bleſſed Lord and only Sa- 
viour Jeſus Chriſt, his Reign for a thoa- 
ſand' years here on Earth, the Reſtitution of 
all things, the day of Judgement, the place 
of Puniſhment of the wicked Angels and 
Men, and our Lord's grving up the Kyng- 
dom to the Father, may be deep and myſte« 
rious ;. yet I hope they are handled with that 
moaeſty that may be without offence, tho thy 
Thoughts may differ from mine herein : for 
in a Work of this nature, that Scripture

may (be true generally, if not always, that 
we tnow bur in part ; and what true Light 
we have, cometh from the Father of Ligkes, 
who I bope I can ſay has been ſought unto 
herein in Sincerity, The Reaſon why I have 
attempted to write upon ſo great and myſte- 
rhous Points as theſe, when ſo much has 
bin written already by many good Men, and 
learned and able Pens, art, 


1. Becauſe I conceive theſe great 
Truths hold a greater Analogy and Har- 
mony one with T other, and ſpeak in their 
proper Courſe and Time, than moſt, at 
leaſt many think they do, as may eaſily be 
diſcernd in what they have wrote, 


2, Becauſe moſt that has bin wrote, at 
teaſt moſt fully upon them, is contatwd 
in large Trafts, and but occaſionally, in 
treating upon other Subjeits, as Texts re- 
lating to theſe Truths come in their way : 
fo that many that cannot purchaſe then. 
and have not time to read them, hav 
not the advantage of the Light therein 
held forth; when they as well as all other 
Divine Truths ought in our ſpeaking to 
them-to be ſo hela forth, as might be for 
the

the Edification of the whole Body of the 
Children of God, for whoſe ſake they mere 


revealed. 


3. Becauſe we have reaſon to hope that 
as theſe preat things draw nearer, the 
knowledg *of them will in proportion come 
from him that did firſt give forth the 
Revelation of them, to the Comfort and 
Edification of his Church and People, and 
in the accompliſhing of which, all that fear 
God ought to account themſelves con-

HE Apoſtle Pa-/,co preſs home with 
the more weight upon the Spirit of 
this { Ervanet Co 1 God Time thy, what 
hehad| bin before e inſtructing him in, 


and had further to ſay to tim, viz. Thar even 
now he was upon kiniſhinsg his own Courſe mn 
the Miniſtry of the Go{pel ot Chriſt, » 6, 7. 


I (ay, he fers before rhe Eye of his Faich, the 
awful View of that blefled Kingdom of Chriſt, 
wherein our Lord Jeſus would execute Jucg- 
ment upon all both quick and dead, com- 
mitted to him by rhe Father, whofe Mercy 
and Grace they were now offering to Sinners 
untp Salvation, thorow « he Miniſtry of che 


Goſpel. 
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As if he ſhould ſay, Son 7imethy, make full 
proof of this thy Miniſtry, knowing that 
when this Kingdom comes, it ſhall not go un- 
rewarded, Mar, 16. 27, Rev. I1, 18. and in 
the Kingdom of the Father thou mayſt ſhine 
forth as the Sun, Mart. 13. 43. 


Here are two things aflerted, 
Fifi, That our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is Judg 
both of the Quick and the Dead. 

Secondly, The time when he will execute this 
Judgment z and that is,

Firſt, Then who rhey are that are ſubject 
tO tis Judgment of his, 

7. The Saints, Row. 14-10, & 1 Cor. 5.10, 

2. Sinners, both Angeis and Men. 1ff, 
The fallen Angels, Mar. 8. 29. with 7xae 
6. 81, 1 Cor. 6, 3. 219, Sinfal Men, both 
quick and dead, 7oh. 5. 22, 28, 29, Atts 17. 
30, 31. 

But there will be a great difference between 
the Judgment the Saints are ſubje& to, and 
the Judgment the Devils and Sinners are ſub- 
je to : For, 

Firft, The Saints, they had all their Sins rec- 
koned to Chriſt. out of that eternal Love 
God bore to them in him, and his Righteouſ- 
neſs imputed to them, 2 Coy, 5. 21. ſo that by 
Chriſt's ſtanding in their ſtead to anſwer for 
them all that in Law (Ko, 8. 1, 3.) or Juſtice 
could

could be laid to their charge, God aQually 
makes over to them all the ſaving Bene- 
firs of the new Covenant. Rom, «, 1, 2, of 
which Juſtification and Deliverance from 
Wrath to come is one, Row. 5.8,9. & 1 Theſl. 
1, 10, Therefore, 

Secondly, | conceive the Judgment they are 
ſubje& to is only declarative, a prononncing 
chem juſtified upon the grounds zforeſaid, and 
this rather by his powetiul Actings upon 
them, Phil. 3. 21. than in any formal Sentence 
; that then (hall be paſt on them : For the holy 
Spirit, the Fountain and Spting of all inherent 
Grace, always ſpeaks true, and his witneſs 
will ſtand good in that day, Rom. 8. 8, 15, 16, 
17. that they are the Sons of God, Heirs of 
God, and Joinr Heirs with Clritt, of the 
Glory of his Kingdom, as weil as of the King- 
dom of the Father to all Eternity, 1 Coy, 
I5. 28, 9 

Thirdly, Hence TÞ conceive, as the Apoſtle 
words it, as to the time of Cirilt's judging, 
at hit Appearing, and his Kingdom, that the Judg- 
ment of the Saints (hail be at his Appearing, 
and the Judgment of Sinners ina1is Kingdom z 
and thele Scriptures do abundantly ſatisfy me 
in it, IT Cor. 15, 20, 23, and thole Saints that 
are then alive ſhail not prevent the riſing of 
the Saints that were dead at the coming of 
Chriſt, bur every Man in his own order, in 
that order which God: in his infinite WiC- 
dom hath ſet, Chrift the firſ® Fruits, after- 
waras they that are Chriſt's at bi; Coming this ſecond

time without Sin unto Salvation, Heb. 9. 28. to 
the compleating of rhat Salvation in this 
his Kingdom, he in his firſt Coming made 
the Purchaſe of upon the ſure Foundations of 
the everlaſting Covenant of Grace : For the 
dead in Chrift ſhall be raiſed firſt ; then the Saints 
alive in the Body, in this mortal ſtate, all be 
changed, 1 Thefl. 4. 15, 16, 17. in which Work 
Chriſt will work in a way of wonder, there- 
fore call'd a Myſtery as well in reſpect of time, 
as to the Nature of the Work ir (elf, 1 Cor. 
I5.5il, 52. Is it not a Myſtery to a wonder 
that Chriſt ſhould in a Moment, in the 
ewinkling of an Eye, leſs than a Momenr, 
raiſe all the dead Saints, and change all che 
Saints then alive into an incorruptible im- 
mortal State ? The Bodies indeed of the wic- 
ked, both dead and alive, at the Reſurretion, 
ſhall be pur into ſuch a (tate as not ro be capa- 
ble of dying, byt made capable of an eternal] 
Duration, to —_ the Wrath and Judg- 
ment of God : But here are thoſe Appel- 
lations given to the Saints in their Relarrecti- 
on, that the wicked can have no Participation 
of, as 1 Cor. 15. 42, 43, 44. It's raiſed in in- 
corruption ,, which I rake here in the largeſt ſenſe 
not only of the Aleſhly material part of Man 
being ſubject ro Death ; but of all Inclinations 
to fin, &c." In glory, even as Chriſt's Body 
in the Transfiguration, Mat. 17. 2. Hws Face 
aid ſhine as the San, and his Raiment was as white 
as the Light, by the Glory of his Body co- 
ver'd with them 3 for it was his Body, not his 
Raiment

in the Reſurrection they ſhall be as the An- 
gels in Heaven for Power and Strength. 
A ſpiritual Body, {o fine and (ublime, that 
who can conceive, who can deſcribe it > God 
the Father has given us a Pattern in his Son 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 1 7oh. 3. 1, 2. For when 
he ſhall appear, to enter upon his Kingdom, all 
his Saints both dead and living ſhalt be made 
like him; that is, as he is now in cur Nature 
in his glorified ſtate, Well may it be (aid, he 
ſhall then be admired in his Saints, in whom he 
is thus rod in the communicating of his 
own Glory to them as 2 Theſ]. 1, read the 
whole Chapter, and 7ob. 17. 22. 

Thus we ſee all che Judgment the Saints are 
ſubject ro will be paſt in a moment, in the 
ewinkling of an Eye; and in this glorifed 
ſtate, They ſhall be caught up in the Clouds to 
meet the Lord in the Air, 1 Thefl. 4.17. The 
Apoſtle tells us ot no interval of time berween 
cheir being raiſed, and che Incorruption, the 
Glory, the Power, che Spirituality ; bur all in- 
ſtantaneous 3 and this is the IMManifetation wait- 
ed for, Rom. $. 18, 19. the Glory that ſhall be 
reveal'4 in them in this Appearing of Chriſt. 


O whit a King is the Believers King, fill'd 
with ſuch Divine Power as is able to ſubdue 
all chings co himſelf ! How ſhould they pray 
for this his Kingdom, and long for his Ap- 
pearing, that he may take to himſelf his great 
Power, as Rev.11.17, ſaying, We give thee thanks

O Lord God Almighty, which art, and waſt, and 
art to come, becauſe thon haſt taken to thee thy 
great Power, and haſt reigned : For here in the 
Fall of this 1oth part of the City Babylon, 
Chriſt begins to manifeſt his Almighty Power, 
ty yet in Heaven, and will more and more, 
il the ſame Jeſwu that aſcended into Heaven, 
p il in like oflrum cone from Heaven, As 1, 
1:. Bur alcho he be nor thus come, but yet 
to come, yet he can and will put forth of his 
Divine Power to deſtroy Antichriſt. and ſave 
his Church here on Earth- in order to the pro- 
pagating his Grace in the Goſpel, to the calling 
of his Ele&t. and then he will not tarry, 
2 Pet, 3.9, The | ord is not ſlack concerning his 
Promiſe as ſome Men count flackneſs 5 but is long- 
ſuffering to USward, not willing that any ſhould 
periſh, but that all ſhould come to repentance, 
We read of a new Heaven and a new 
Earth, Ila 6<.17,18. & 66.22, & 2 Pet, 3. 
13, by which I do not underſtand a new 
World, but the Heavens that now are, the 
Imperial Heavens, where God is in the moſt 
full manifeſtation of himſelf and Glory, and 
where Chriſt is in our Nature, and where 
the Elet Angels, and Spirits of [juſt Men 
made perfe& are, As 1. 11, Heb, 4. 14. 
1 Pet, 3.22. Nor by a new Earth do mean a 
new material Earth, other than what was | 
made at the beginning of all things : (For as I 
conceive, the Heavens I have ſpoke ot were 
created immediately by God out of nothing, - 


as the Angelica! Nature and the Souls of bo:

ſo they are not only capable, but will be 
of an eternal Duration, and will never be 
annihilated) bur the place where cthe.Saints and 
Angels ſhall behold the Face of, and injoy 
Go tor ever. 

So neither do I conceive there will be a Di(- 
ſolution of the firſt Chaos of the Earth, being 
alſo created by God out of nothing, as the Hea- 
yens were, tho all things form d out of ir 
may, except the Bodies of Men. I muſt ex- 
cept the Bodies of Men, | becauſe it's a part 
of that which conſtitutes the Perſon of a 
Man that is made for an eternal Duration, and 
will both in the wicked as well as good pals 
under ſuch a Change as to its preſent State, as 
will make it capable of duration to eternity, 

Therefore the Prophet ſays, That in the 
time of the new Heavens and Earth, he in- 
tends, the Ele& ſhall long injoy the Work of 
their hands, build Houſes and inhabit them, 
&c. Iſa. 65. 21.22. And the Apoſtle Peter can 
have reſpect ro no other ſtate of chings than 
was promiſed by 1ſaiah ; ro which Promiſe 
he refers, 2 Pet. 3.13, 14. and intends a bleſ- 
ſed State 'and Condition the Church of God 


ſhall have, immediately forerunning this King- 


dom of Chriſt, to the effectual Calling of all 
the Ele. as ver. 9. And here I conceive the 
day of Grace ends to Sinners, at Chriſt's en- 
trance upon this his Kingdom. 

Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who hath aboliſh- 
ed death, and brought Life and Immortali 
to light through the Goſpel, when he - [

have accompliſhed that great Work of calling 
and bringing in his Ele&, 5. e. all che Father 
had given to him, and by his Grace formed his 
Image in the new Creature in them ; having 
no more Work of that nature upon his hands, 
he makes his ſecond Appearance in the World 
to complear the Work he had begun in and up- 
on his Children, Heb. 2. 1c. with wer. 5, 6, >, 
8, 9. and chap.g. 28. that as he had made 
purchaſe of their intire Perfons, both Body 
and Soul, 1 Cer. 6, 19, 20, ſuch his Redemp- 
tion and Salvation muſt be. This 7e6 lived 
in the Faith of, 7b 19. 25, 26, 27. Which, as 
has bin ſaid, ſhall be done by his mighty pow- 
er in a moment, at his very appearance, and 
firſt approaches, to his taking upon him this 
Kingdom and Adminiſtration of it, inveſted 
with all Power in Heaven and Earth, even up- 
on his deſcending whilſt in the Air, where he 
will colle&t and gather together all his Elect 
both dead and hving, and join them with 
himſelf in his Adminiſtration, which will be 
of Juſtice and Judgment ro the Deſpiſers and 
Negletters of the Grace of the Goſpel in its 
proper Seaſon : for almoſt in all the Scriptures 
where you have this his Appearing and (ſecond 
Coming (poken cf, tis in relation to his judg- 
ing the W o! d, IS Paul, Rom. 2.4,5. 2 Theſſ. 
1. read the Chapter, 2 Pet. .3. read the Chap- 
ter, James 5.7, 8, 9. Jude v.14, 15, I cite no 
more becauſe of brevity, except Rev, 1, 7. 
with ver. F, 6, And from Jeſus Chrift, the 
Faithful 1itneſs, the firſt begotten of the dead, 
the

the Prince of the Kings of the Earth, who hath 
loved us, and waſhed us from our Sins in his own 
Blood, and hath made us Kings and Prieſts unto 
God and his Father ;, to him be Glory and Dominion, 
&-c. Behold he cometh with Clouds, asin 2 Tim. 
4. 1. with 1 Theſl. 4.16.17. and every Eje 
ſhall ſee' him , and they which pierced, and all 
Kindreds' of the Earth: ſhall wail becanſe of him, 
The wailing here is not that in Zech, 12. 10, 
11, 12, '&c. that is the effe&t of God's pour- 
ing out the Spirit of Grace upon them to cauſe 
them to look to Chriſt by Faith 3 bur here ic's 
another kind of {ight of Chriſt, viz. as their 
Judg : for ſo he will þe tro the Sinner and un- 
godly, when he ſhall come the ſecond time in 
the Clouds of Heaven. 


Having thus far proceeded on our way, and 
found Chriſt in his appearing in the Air, com- 
ing to enter upon his Kingdom here on Earth, 
with all his Saints, in a glonhed State, pre- 

, par'd for this great 'Afize and Judgment of 
the World : Two things are to be done for the 
Grandure and orderly Proceſs in this ſolemn 
and ſtapendous Aﬀeair. 

iſt, The preparing the place where this 
'great King, who is the Judg in this great Af- 
{1ze, (hall be entertain'd, that the ſplendor of 
it may be an({werable to {o noble a Judg and 
his honourable Retinue : and ſeeing it ſhall 
be upon the Earth, -which lies under Bondage 
and the Curſe, | becauſe of the Sin of Man, 
every Creature groaning under the Bondage 

| | thereof, 
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tliereof, Row. $. 22. it cannot be thought a fic 
place to receive him in the ſtate it's in, who is 
ſo holy and righteous a Jadg, and has fo glori- 
ous a Train, as Dan. 7. 9, tothe end of the 
Chapter, and 7/a. 6. 1, to 4, Therefore God 
will, as Peter tells US, according to what he had 
ſpoken by the Mouth of all his holy Prophets ſince 
the World began, Ads 3 3.21, lend Jeſus a ſecond 
time to reſtore all things. Now this muſt re- 
Jate to the time and coming of Chriſt I am 
ſpeaking of, for the Apoſtle is exprels in ir, 
That when 7 ſus ſhall come apain, this Reſtitution 
of all things ſhall be : And that rhe Heaven, muſt 
receive him till this his Coming : and that theſe 
are the times of refreſking that ſhall come from the 
preſence of the Lora, in his reſtoring al! things : 

And that al! the Prophets have born witneſs to it, 

could we but underſtand them. 

Now into what a ſtate the Creatures and 
the all things here intended thall be put, will 
be = queſtion. 

By the all things are intended the ell things 
Yes ſoffer by che Sin of Man, which I con- 
ceive include all clings under the Sun and the 
luminary Heavens : for I do not think rheſe 
ſuffer by Man's Sin, tho Man dos by receiving 
their Influences through thoſe Mediums chat 
ſuffer by Man's Sin. 

Into what eſtate they ſhall be put by 
this Reſtoration, what Tongue can expreſs, or 
Pen declare + only this I may (ay, becauſe the 
Scripture ſays it, they (hall be delivered from 


all chat Vanicy, Bondage and Corruption, be 
it 
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it what it will, that it ſuffers under becauſe of 
the Sin of Man, Rom. 8. 19, 20,21, 22, 

In ſhort, whatever the (tate and condition 
of the Creatures was when they firſt came ouc 
of the hand of God their Creator, and the 
firſt Adam found them in at his Creation, thar 
ſtate and condition will Chriſt the ſecond Adaw 
reſtore them to in his entring. upon this his 
Kingdom with his Saints. 

And we may reaſonably think that that 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt that can and will in a 
moment do fo great a Work as raiſe the 
dead Saints, and change the living, aad all 
into a glorifed State, a State far more pure, 
glorious and excellent than Adam's was in 
Innocency 3 I fay, he can eafily bring back 
the Creatures from that Bondage and Corrup- 
=_ they are fallen under through the Sin of 

an. 

Now our Lord Jeſus ChriſPs thus preparing 
2 place tor himſelf and his Saints to carry on 
this great Aſſizes in, by the reſtoring all things, 
will redound much to his Honour and Glory 
both from his Saints, and Sinners : 

i. As to the Saints. (1:) It will heighten 
the ſenſe of the Grace of God upon their 
Hearts, to ſee againſt what bountitul good- 
neſs of God they had finn'd, by which they 
had juſtly forfeired fo bleſſed an Eſtate as Man 
was put into and poſleſt of at firſt, and yet 
co obtain Pardon and Forgiveneſs in Chriſt. 
(z.) And the exceeding greatneſs of this 
Love and Grace of God in Chriſt, in not 
bringing them back che ſame Eſtate, bur 
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(15 ) 
to take occaſion of their Forfeiture of chat. to 
advance them to a far more glorious ſtate than 
Adam was in, Or a!l his firſt Creation-grace was 
capable of advancing him to: while in this 
mortal State we are (o depreſt by the effects of 
Sin, alas how little can we apprehend of theſe 
things ? but to have them ſet forth to our view 
in their Perfeftion in a glorified ſtate, rendring 
vs capable to underſtand them to perfection 
what improvements may not the Saints make of 
them to the glory of God ? 

z. As to the Sinners and ungodly, this will 
bring honour to Chriſt from them alſo : for, 
(1.) How will it aggravate their Crimes, when 
they fee what they have loſt by Sin, and how 
by the blindneſs of their Minds, and hardneſs 
of their Hearts, they forfeited fo bleſſed an 
Eſtate, and bin carried away through their 
fleſhly Corruptions after the Husks of the pre- 
ſent things of this World and mortal Life. 
(2,) But when they (ee, as now they ſhall, 
what they have (o righteouſly merited by Sin, 
beſides che forfeiture and loſs of fo blefled a 
Condition, the Wrath of God that is now rea- 
dy to break out upon them to the urmoſt, for 
ever, this will wonderfully tend to confound 
them in this their day of Judgment. (z.) And 
doubtleſs bring afreſh ro mind all the deal- 
ings of God with them in the diſpenſation 
of the Grace of his Goſpel, fo far as it has bin 
brought co thelr Ears, as a further aggravation 
of the hardnels of their Hearts, and blindnels 
of their minds, to the acknowledgment of 
tc Righteouineſs of \CUniſt's proceeding _ 

chem

them as a Judg. Tho things of this nature 
may be brought in as aggravations, yet Chriſt 
will proceed againſt chem according tro the 
Tenour of that Law and Covenant they are 
under to God, vis. the Law of Works ; and 
therefore this Reſticution of all things, ſeems 
to be neceſlary at this time, when Chriſt is 
entring upon the Judgment of che World, 
that the State of things may be the better un- 
derſtood, as it ſtood berween God and Man 
when he gave him his being, and put bim un- 
der Law to him. 

Criminals are put into a place of fafe Cuſto- 
dy before the Judg comes to fic ; and accord- 
ingly our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ſecures the Dra- 
gon, the old Serpent, which is the Devil 

» Rev. 26, 2, by laying him under 
the reſtraiats of his Power from making that 
oppolttion he always did, whilſt left co his 
Wul and Liberty; and this for the whole 
time of che 1000 years. Now altho the 
Prince of Devils be only named, as 7oh.16.171. 
yer we are to underſtand all choſe Legions 
of Devils; the fallen Angels are allo intended, 
as alſo al! Sinners among Men, who being his 
Subjects, are all thue up together with him, 
in order to be brought forth to trial when once 
Chriſt and. his Saints advance the Throne, 
the Judgment Seat, which is the next thing 
In 7ohn's view : Ver, 3. And I ſaw Thrones, and 
they ſat upon them, and ſndoment was given to them. 
Now mark in whom fob» here inſtances, in a 
ſew eminent Saints ; whenas before we have 
proved all the Saints dead and alive {hal come 
B > with 
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with Chriſt, and be joined with him in his 
judging the World : fo likewife tho he inftan- 
ces in only the Dragon, yet all the Devils and 
wicked Men are intended ; tor we read of the 
Reſurrection of the Juſt and Unjuſt at the 
ſame time, tho the Juſt riſe firſt. 

Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, (peaking of the Re- 
ſurre&tion, tells us, it ſhall be of the Juſt and 
of the Unjuſt, as febr. 5. 27, 28, 29. and here 
Chriſt ſpeaks of it upon the occaſion of all 
Judgment being commitred to him, and only 
names the Juſt firſt, bur in the next words 
the Reſurreftion of the Unjuſt, the one to 
Life, and the other ro Damnarion 3 ſo in Mar. 
20, 30. he ſays, When the Son of Man ſhall come 
14a his Glo ry, _ "ns all the holy Angels with him, 
then mY t 11pon the Throne of his Glory, and 
bef, him wo / be r athered all Nations, and he 
/ ut (eparate them one from another, as the Shepherd 
aides the S "w_ from the Goats : 11 follows, v U. 3.4. 
Then the King (hall ſay, &Cc. So this muſt relate to 
the rime of his Kingdom; for under that Royal 
Title will he fit as Jude in this Judgmenr, 
clothed with Soveraign Authority and Majeſty. 

Now I fee no inconventency £o ſuppoſe that 
the wicked car) rile allo at Chriſt's entring 
upon His Kingc IM, nd that they, together 
with the Devil and lis Angels,ſhall be diſpoſed 
by Chriſt ready to be call'd forth ro his Judg- 
ment: for in thar ſtare, whenever it ſhall be, 
they {hill be put into ſuch a Condition as 
Liot to be (ubivEt to Mor callty, but both in 
pr '\ nds ul be render'd capadle of under 
7 e Wrath of God, that ſhall be in 
ficted 
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flited upon them to all Eternity. 

Bur it will be objected, Rev. zo. 5, The reſt 
of the dead lived not again till the 1Co years were 
finiſhed, Now the Queſtion is. who this ref 
refers to, whether the reſt of the Saints, thote 
immediately ſpoken of before in ver, 4. where 
7ohn (ees the Souls of them that were behead- 
ed for the witneſs of Chriſt, &c. or the wick- 
ed. Inver.s6. its (aid, Bleſſed and hely is he 
that hath part 1n the firſt Reſirrrefticn, for on [uch the 
ſecond death hath no Power : which lecond Death 
is everlaſting Deſtruction, as ver. 14. there- 
fore | conceive by the reft is meant the Wicked, 
and that all the Saints are Partakers of the fir{t 
Reſurrection, tho 7obn inſtances but in ſome. 

1. Becauſe none of them are ſubject to the 
ſecond Death, 

2, Becaulethey all riſe together, as in 1 Cer 
I5. 42,43. and 1 Theſ. 4,15, 16, 17 

3. Ic is the Privilege of all the Saints to 
reign with Chriſt, even all that are waſhed in 
lis Blood. Rev, 1. 5,6. And I cannot con 
ſtrue it otherwile according to the Analogy 0! 
other Scriptures that ſpeak of the ſame thing. 

And if the reſt be to be underſtood of rhe 
Wicked, and yet they ſuppoſed to be raiſed 
upon Chriſt's entring upon his Kingdom, - it 
leems to be a Difficuicy, to which I cfter thele 
things for a Solution, 

Firſt, The Wicked cannot be ſaid to be 
raiſed to live, which is properly ſaid of the 
Saints, but raiſed to an eternal Death, and fo 
it 1s expreſled, 7h. 5. 2. 
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z. But it will be objeted, That if the 
Death there be of their Bodies, then the Life 
there muſt be an{werable to their lying in their 
Graves under a natural Death, To which I 
aniwer : 

I do not take the word Reſarrettion in vey. 6, 
to intend the Refurrection of the Body pro., . 
periy, but by way of Alluſtonz and the liv- 
ing again of the reſt 1n wer. 5. (by which reft I 
underſtand the Wicked) muſt anſwer to the 
word lived in ver. 4, Which is in ver, 6, call'd 
by alluſion Reſarre&ion, Now my reaſons why 
I rake it not to be the Reſurrection of the Bo- 
Cy, are, 

1. Becauſe they were riſen as to their Bo- 
dies before the Prophet could ſee them in- 
thron'd with Ch:iſt, as ver. 4. For, as it has 
bin proved, their Bodies were raiſed before 
they were raken up into the Air to meet Chriſt 
before he was deſcended ro the Earth, 
where theſe Thrones are erected, and the Judg- 
ment of the World will be tratitacted, 7ob 1 9, 
25, 26, 27, Kev, 5.10. 

2.The Prophet,tho thoſe ke inſtances in were 
{uch as had (ſuffered Martyrdom for Chriſt, and 
had bin dead in their Bodies, yer ſpeaks only 
of their Souls, that which animates and acts 
the Body in irs glorited as well as mortal ate, 

3- The Soul never dies, therefore can have 
no Reſurrection to life properly, but by alluſt- 
2n ; and that I;conceive is intended by it here. 

1. That by Grace, which the Soul is the 
proper Seat of, they, whit imbodied in 
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2 mortal ſtate, were help'd ſo to live to and for 
Chriſt, as to be ſtrengthned to undergo Mar- 
tyrdom for him, notwithſtanding the trailcies 
of n Fleſh, &c. 

. Now the Soul having receiv'd its body 
net in an immortal and glority'd State, is in- 
abl'd to a and live far above what it was 
whilſtin the Body in its mortal ſtate, and there- 
fore ; 

3. It's ſaid they lived. and reigned with Chriſt 
a thenſand years, joyn'd with Chriſt in judging 
the World, who betore ſuffered Martyrdom 
by the World, whilſt in their mortal State. 
This is ſuch a living as they were not capa- 
ble of before. 

Theretore as to the reſt, the Wicked, they 
live not again till the 1000 years were niſhed 
or expired, as ver, 7. that is, till the Work 
of the 1000 years was finiſhed 5 now they. as 
well as the Saints that were dead, had their 
Bodies raiſed, and they that were alive were 
changed and their State being changed, they 
could not live as before : nor in their preſent 
State, being put under confinement with the 
Devils till the 1000 years are expired, as ver. 
7, 8, 9. and then it's (uch a living as brings the 
execution of the Sentence they are under upon 
chem, to their eteraal Damnation, which is the 
ſecond Death. 

But to take a more particular Scheme of this 
20th Chapter. 

1/#, The Prophet fets before us how our 
Lord Jefus Chriſt will proceed in his entring 
B 4 upon

upon this his Kingdom, viz. of his Saints. 
Having raiſed the dead Saints, and changed the 
living, and put them all into a glorify'd State, 
and taken ws all up to meet him, with all 
us holy Angels in the Air, as appears by com- 
paring Afar. 25. 31. With 1 Thefl. 4. 16, 17. 
and as he had told the High Prieſt, when he 
was upon his Examination before him, Mat. 
25. 64. Having, I ſay, thus colle&ed and 
girhered together all his Attendants and noble 
Train, and having fecured all his Enemies he 
was to fit in Judgment upon, and prepar'd a 
place, i.e. this Earth here below,as we have ſaid 
before, by the reſtoring all things to their pri- 
mitive Stare and Beauty; which we havereaſon 
to believe need to be no work of time to him: 
for he that could and did by a word in the be- 
pinning ſpake ther into being out of nothing, 
even the Imperial Heavens, with all choſe (pi- 
ritual Beings the Angels, the Inhabitants there- 
of, and this vaſt Fabric here below, contain- 
ing all the Elements, ſaying, Let it be, and (0 
it was3 I fay, cannot he with as much eaſe, 
and in as little time, by a word bring back this 
Jower World, and all the Furniture of it, 
from that Corruption and Bondage it now lies 
under through the Sin of Man, and reſtore it 
20 its primicive Eſtate and Condition ? 

The f:rſt thing the Prophet preſents us with 
is, how Chriſt will deal wich his Enemies, 
2nd choſe that are to be brought to Judgment 
by bim, as Judg of all, in this time of his 
Kingdom : ver. 2. 2, 3. and that by ſecuring of 
a them, 
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them, and putting them inro ſafe Cuſtody, in 
order to be calld forth and put upon their 
Trials for their eternal Eſtate. 

And altho we have only mention made of 
the Dragon, that old Serpent the Devil; yet 
it's neceſlarily imply'd that the other Devils 
and fallen Angels, which are innumerable, are 
all ſecured with him as in fob» 16. 11. Becauſe 
the Prince of thit World is juaged : In the Victo- 
ry Chriſt obrain'd by bis 'ceath over him as 
Prince: and Chief, he obtain'd the ſame over 
all the reſt, tho he is only mentioned. 

2. All Sinners of Men are included alſo, as 
of Satan's Kingdom and Regiment, as ver. 5. 
the reſt of the dead livea not again till Satan's time 
of binding is out, in the expiration of the 
1000 years: For by living again here, cannot 
be meant their being raiſed in their Bodies out 
of the! Grave, from that natural Death all 
were under, except ſuch as were alive in their 
Bodies when Chriſt came ; and that, becauſe 
at the time when the Juſt ſhall be raiſed, the 
Unjuſt ſhall be raiſed alſo, 2s the Scripture is 
expreſs in at. 25. 31, 32. Joh. 5.28, 29. and 
the living then in the Body ſhall paſs under 
ſuch a Change ſucable to their State, as the 
juſt ſutable ro theirs. In this 7h. 5.28. it's 
ſaid, All that are in their Graves ſhall hear his 
Voice, and come forth; both they that have done 
good, and they that have done evil. Now this 
/oice can be no other than that Shout the Lord 
himſelf ſhall defcend with, 1 Theſſ. 4. 16, 

Mat, 13. 41, 4%, The Son of Man ſhall ſend forth 
is 
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his Angels, and gather out of his Kingdom all things 
that offend, and them that do Iniquity, But what 
then are we to underſtand by the firſt Reſwr- 
reft;on, which implies a fecond ? I anſwer, by 
nt living again, T underſtand the Life they lived 
before this their Confinement with rhe Devils, 
in the liberry of fulfilling their fleſhly Luſts, 
and the Luſt of the evil one, with whom they 
are now ſhut up and confin'd. And this may be 
well underſtood : for the way of the Devils 
living in Sin is different from Mans, he being 
a Spirit, but Man, all the while of his ſinful 
State here in his fleſhly and mortal Condition, 
puts forth his ſinſulneſs in all manner of our- 
ward Acts of Wickedne(s, as well as in the 
Mind and it's by what is outward that they 
declare themſelves Sinners. Butnow as raiſed, 
that way of fſinning is no way ſuited to them; 
and as to that of finning or living in Sin ſuited 
to them, they are not only reſtrain'd from it ; 
but how can it be otherwiſe ſuppoſed, when 
they are every moment in fearful expeation 
of being haled before that awful Jadg and 
Iadgment-ſear, to be arraign'd for their eternal 
Eſtate? and if their Trial may be perſonally o- 
vet ; the expectation of that dreadful Sen- 
tence is enough to fill their Thoughts with 
Horror :; but no ſooner is it- over, but they 
grow deſperate, and fall in with that Confedera- 
cy of the Devils, to compaſs the Ho!y City. 
This ſenſe may be confirmed by the Stare 
of the Righteous, whoſe Judgment I told you 
I conceive ſhould be declarative z and princi- 
pally in what is acted upon them, and is by the 
Apoſtle, 
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Apoſtle, Roma. 8. 19. calld 2 Maniſeftation, 
and, as we heard out of the Scripture, is paſt 
in a non and no ſooner palt but they live 
to God at aftorher rate than ever they lived be- 
fore. Faith and hope as to their Salvation, and 
all che Acings of theſe Graces toward the 
aſſuring their Hearts of an Intereſt in it ceaſe z 
for now they are in poſſeſſion. So doub' leſs 
the Life,, or. rather Death as we may call it, 
of the Wicked, vaſtly difters from what it is 
here in the Sins, and ways of finning in this 
Life. when once they have paſt their Trial, and 
lie under the dreadful Sentence of Damnation, 
and the execution of it; and therefore it may 
well be call'd 4 living again, it (o vallly differ» 
ing from what their living in fin now is. 

2ly, The Prophet, in ver. 4- (ers forth to us 
how Chriſt will maniteſt himſelf in this his King- 
dom as King z and as a Judg, ver. 11. a Judg 
clothed with Soveraign Authority and Power. 

2, What aſhiſtances he will call co him in 
this his Kingdom and judging the World both 
Angels and Men, 1 Cor. 6.23, The Saints 
the Prophet inſtances in, are ſome eminent 
S1ints that had ſuffered for Chriſt in this Life ; 
and it's poſhble, becauſe it will carry the great- 
er reſentment upon the Spirits of thoſe that 
ſhall be judged by them, that choſe very Saints 
that they in the time of Satan's Kingdom had 
treated fo, ſhould now (it with Chrilt in Judg- 
ment upon them : But however hie inſtancerh 
in theſe, it's evident that all the Saints, both 
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this Jadgment, even all that he has waſh'd 
with his Blood, Rev. 1. 5,6. And he tells us 
there were Thrones erected for them, and they 
ſat upon them, and Judgment”-was given, 
And what Judgment can this be, but of the 
World tnat our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is the Judg 
of, as the only Potentate, and Lord of Lords, and 
King of Kings, 1 Tim: 6.15? Theſe being the 
times of the Father's own appointment to 

ew this in, this time of this ſecond Appear- 
ing of Chriſt, as ver, 14. Lord of Lords, and 
K ing of Kizgs indeed, when all the Saints ihall 
be made Lords and Kings under him in this 
his Kingdom, and join'd as ſuch with him in 
this Judgment. Now this their raiſed and 
exalted Eſtate is call'd the Firſt Reſurrefion, 
which whoſcever is maae partaker of, over them the 
ſecond Death hath no Power : and indeed how 
ſhould it, being ia the Poſſeſſion of erernal 
Life? And by Refarrefion 1 cannot conceive 
is meant that of the Body ; for all the Saints 
intended in the Text donot partake of a bodily 
Reſurrection 3 for many of them, even all he 
finds alive at his Appearing, are only chang'd 
into this gloriſy'd State by the Power of 
Chriſt > which, with the railing and gloriſy- 
ing of thoſe that were dead, is done in a mo- 
ment, whilſt Chriſt is in the Air, but being 
glority'd by Chriſt,and brought with hira into 
this his Kingdom, and aavancet upon Thrones, 
they reiga with him all the time of this his 
Kingdom, til! he give up the Kingdom to the 
Father, 1 Cor. 15. 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, and 4at 
I 3. 43s Thirdly, 
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Thirdlv, The looſing Satan out of his Pri- 
ſon, ver. 7- which ſhall be bur for a line 
Seaſon, ver. 3, The Work he goes abour, 
is to muſter up all he can againſt Chriſt and his 
Saints. Fer. 9. 1t (aid he ſhall go ont to decerve 
the Nations, over all the Earth, deſcribed to us 
vnder the names Gog and Magee, As the firſt 
ſignifies, cover'd, fo the ſecond wnrover'd ; by 
which names the mortal - Enemies of che 
Church and People of God are intend- 
ed ; bur now 1n this laſt Expedition, that Sa- 
ran ſhall 'ever have opportunity ro make to e- 
rernity againſt Chriſt and his People, doubt- 
leG he finds it an eaſy work to perſwade the 
poor condemned Sinners thatnow lie uncer the 
Sentence, and under this ſhort reſpit berween 

*Sentence and Execution ; the Deſign is co 
' prevent the execution of the Senrence they lay 
under, it poſhble, and deliver themſelves from 
If, 

But you will object and ſay, If it be aris 
ſnrpeſted, that the Saints are in an immortal State; 
how Can they be fo aeceivd, as tht) þ to deal with ſuch 
Perſons as they muſt have to ds with ? | an(wer, 

I's not fo unreaſonable as it may ſeem to be 
thus to be deceiv d: for tho the Saints be brought 
mt an immortal,incorruptible State, and are fo 
in £11 time of [is Kingdom 3; yet ce Glory of 
that cheir State doth not. nor will appear 10 its 

Perfection, till they come into the Kingdom of 
the Father : this Chriſt himle't fays, Afar. 13. 
43. Then ſhall the Righteous ſhine forth, Thea, 
when in the Kingdom of their Father, tho 
there 
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there ſhall nothing more be wrought in ot 
ppon. them than what is 3 yet che Glory of it 
ſhall not put forth ir (elf in its glorious Rays 
till they come there 3 for otherwiſe they 
would not be fit to reſide amongſt other the 
Works of God here on Earth: ic was fo with 
Chriſt after his Reſurrection. 

And do the Wicked ſee the Saints live with- 
out Food, and the neceſſary Supports of this 
Life, being immortal ? fo they, the Wick- 
ed, do themſelves during the time of this 
1oco years : fo there may not be that diffi- 
culty to deceive them in this matter- Which 
brings us to the fourth thing, the Conſequence 
of thele Atrempes. 

4. And Fire came down from God out of 
Heaven, and devoured them : ſo God giving 
them this thore re{pit berween Sentence and 
Execution, they are left out of their ma- 
lice and hatred ro Chriſt and his Saints, to 
haſten their own execution. And now the 
Devil that deceives, and leads them, and 
they that are led of him, are all caſt into the 
Lake of Fire and Brimſtone, to be tormented 
for ever and ever, where it's ſaid the Beaſt and 
the falſe Prophet are; which I conceive is no 
other than that Lake in ver.

In the after part of this Chapter the Propher

fulneſs of this great Judg of quick and dead, 
and of his proceedings in this great Afſizes, 
ver, 11, And Iſaw a great white Throne, and him 
that 
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that ſat on it * The Color of his Throne be- 
ſpeaks the Righteouſneſs and Clearnels of his 
proceedings in this his judging the World,

away, and there was found no place for them, that 
is, as I have faid,-as to its prelent frame and 
Conltitution, as under the Bondage of Cor- 
ruption through Sin, as Rev. 21.1. Thisnew 
State of things in this lower Creation, bein 
come by Chriſt's reſtoring all chings, the ol 
paſs away, ver. 5, 6, 7, 8. read the words. 

2. 1 ſaw the dead both ſmall and great ſtand be» 
fore Ged, ver. 12. For ver. 13. the Sea gave wp 
the Dead which were in it, and Death and the Grave 
delivered up the Dead which were in them, 

3. The Books were opened, and another Book was 
opened, which is the Book of Life; ana the Dead 
were judged ont of thoſe things which were Written 
in the Books, according to their Works, 

4+ And Death and Hell were caſt into the Like 
of Fire : this is the ſecond Death, And -whoſoever 
was not found written in the Book, was caſt in- 
to the Lake of Fire, 

| I ſhall briefly ſpeak to theſe three laſt 
emngs.

25. read 
the Chapter with due obtcrvation. 

But here, you will ſay, the Righteons are 
brought ia pleading in a way of felf-denial, 
25 largely as the Wicked in a ſelf-juſtification : 
and you have ſaid, their Judgment will be over 
in the twinkling of an Eye. A' that is here (aid 
of the Righteous, amounts to no more than 
this, that whatever they have done or ſuffer'd, 
yet they own their Salvation to be of meer 
Grace, which doubtleſs they will have time to 
fignify all along in this Afſize, tho join'd with 
Chriſt in the Judgmenr. 

Bur as for the Wicked, that notwithſtand- 
ing all their (elt-conviction, they will offer 
_ all they can for their Lives from the Books 
they ſhall be judged out of ; and truly I think 
that the Wicked under a profeſſion here will 
rake up Chriſt moſt time : and therefore I 
proceed as propos'd to the ſecond Head.

F conceive ot theſe things thus: we read 
in Gen, 1. 1, that in the beginning God created the 
Heavens ana the Earth, &c. The Heavens are 
named firſt, but we read no more' of the 
Heavens here intended in all the reſt of rhe 
hive days Creation, for they are the Imperial 
Heavens here intended 3 but we read this in 
the after-parr of the firſt day of Gbd's begin- 
ning to bring this Chaos of the Earth into 
form : -and ſo God works on all the other days 
tilt he had brought into- its perfe& form, and 
furniſhed ir with all the variety of Species, 
among which Man, the only Intelligent Being, 
who as he was of a more excellent Make,. {0 
God indowed him with Privileges and Ho- 
nors accordingly, 'and made him Head og 
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Lord of all the Creation here below. 
But as I (aid, tho we read no more 4bour 
God's creating the Heavens than thus, be cre- 
ted them; and how excellent a Peing ſoever 
they have, or are, yet they had no Beings be- 
fore. | Bur we are given ro underſtand by 
the Word of God, that when' God created 
them he did not create chem void as the Earth 
below, but futdiſhed them wich an innume- 
rable number of Beings and Inhabitants, the 
Angels, to the number of which there is nor 
one added to this day ; of which the Devil and 
all his Angels were part. Now after God had 
brought the Earth into form, and (o richly tur- 
niſhed ir, and given' Man ſuch a Dominion 
here below, the Devil with his Angels' envy 
this, that a Creature (6 much below chem in 
his Make, ſhogld be made Lord of this lower 
World, and have Dominion over ſich a vaſt 
number of Beings of diffcrenc'Specits; while 
chey have no Dominion bar that among them- 
ſelves, God leaving thenj'to the murability of 
their nature 3 for there is none immytable but 
God, who has his being oft and from him- 
ſelf.” They chen confederate rocaſt Man down 
from his Excellency, and accortdingly leave 
cher own Habitation che Heavens, at their 
own'pleafure, and catled deſign upon' Man, 
and not at the Command of their Crearor ;* by 
which” Jutlr tells g8,., ver.

70h, 16. 11, Þ (hall not inlarge here; only this 
15 ſaid ro ſhew that as the Devils and Men have 
- {ſinned here, fo they (hall be puniſhed here : 
and when Chriſt has call'd all his Ele& home 
by his Grace, as we have heard, and paſt 
Judgment upon his Enemies, then what re- 
mains but the execution of the Judgment paſt, 
in inflicting the Puniſhment ? 

And now the time being come for Chriſt 
to give up the Kingdom to the Father, which 
Will be in Heaven it felf, there remains no 
more need of this Earth as to its preſent ſtate : 
but yet as the Chaos was created out of no- 
thing, fo it is of it (elf capable of an eternal 
duration z God knows how to render it nſeful 
ro his Glory accordingly, by turning it into a 
Hell, a place of Torment to the damned An-

mory. 

" '(3.) But were all that are Sons of God by 
effectnal Calling made more maniteſt than 
they areor can be in this ſtate of things, yet 
this would be but partial ; for who knows 
how many are yet to be calPd that are yet in 
their Sins? The manifeſtacion the Apoſtle in- 
tends, is full andcompleat of the whole Man 
in his intire Nature, ' Rew. 8.23. ſo of the 
whole namber of the Men converted, and to 
be conyerred : and this cannot be till the ap- 
pearing of Chriſt, as we have ſaid, in which 
time Peter ſays, As 3.21. all things ſhall be 
reftored.

If after the thouſahd years, where and 
when ſhall it be? for, as it hath bin ſaid, at 
the end of the thouſand years Chriſt gives up 
his Kingdom to the Father, 4/Cor.

4. This Kingdom of the Father, whichis 
not ſo minded as it ought, I rake ro be as the 
Pole-ſtar that'we ſhould always keep in our 
Obſervation, as ever we would ſteer a right 
Courſe in the underſtanding theſe things. 

Now let us a little con{1der whey. this 
way of accounting, theſe great Truths hang 
one upon another, as Links in a Chain, ac- 
cording to the Analogy of ch& Scriptures. 

And laſtly, Chriſt having difpatched all he 
had to do here below; he returns to his Fathers 
Houſe with his Spouſe in this her married 
State, with all the Holy Angels, thoſe mimi- 
ſtring, Spirits, Heb, 1, w/e. Here arenone ft 
of intelligene Creatures, bart reprobate rebel- 
lious Sinners, already ſentenced to everlaſting 
deſtruion : a place there muſt be for the exe- 
cution of it, and what more proper than, chat 
where they nave committed all their rebe!lwns 
2gainſt God? as Men uſually execute great Of- 
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fenders as near the place where the Crime was 
commitred as may be. He turns this lower 
World into an eternal Lake and Hell, for he 
has the Keys of Hell and Death, Rev. 1. 18, * 


To conclude with a brief Summary of che 
- whole. |

in 1x days reſted on the ſeventh. So our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Mediator of the ſecond 
Covenant, inſtancly upon the Fall of Adam en» 
rers upon the Work ot the ſecond, according 
ro the Promiſe, Gen. 3.

Now when Chriſt has call'd in all the Ele&, 
then he will reſt from his Work in the ſecond 
Creation, as the Father did from his of the 
firſt, Heh. 4. 4, 9, 10. and as things come 
nearer the Center, their Motion is the quicker, 
ſo here 3 for in the laſt times of theſe 6000 


years, 
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years, are the times of the new Heavens and 
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new Earth, ſo call'd by a Metaphor, wherein he 
will pour out his Spirit in his Gifts and Graces, 
char the Effufion of them in the primitive 
times of the Goſpel was but the firſt Fruits of, 
Alts 2.
